CATHOLIC KNIGHTS.
Tlie Council In Philadelphia.The AmumeritQuestion.
Philadelphia, May 17..On the openingof Saturday's session of the Supremo

Council Catholio Knights of America, a
resolution for the appointmont of a

Bpecial committee of live, to prepare a
new rato of assessment to bo presented
and considered by the next Supremo
Council, met with stormy opposition,
and after lengthydebato was withdrawn.
The meeting resolved itself into a committeeof the whole, and an amendment
of the by-laws, offered by the Most Rev.
Francis Janssens, Supremo Spiritual
Director, providing that no member
shall bo aumitted to the order unless he
furnishes a certificate from his pastor
that ho is u i>radical Catholic, was

adopted.'
Considerable discussion was indulged

in in the case ol the family of a suspendedmember who claimeddeath benefits.Judges Coleman and Kelly botii
spoke at great loneth on the subject of
tno order's liability, and woro of the
opinion that the best thing to do would
be to let tlio whole matter go to the
courts. Tlio report of the Committee
on Ijiw, embracing changes in the constitution,was adopted. Tlio salary of
the Supremo Secrotury. was iucrcased
from $1,000 to Si,(100, and ho was ullowed$150 additional for olfieo rent.
The salary of tlio Supreme Treasurer
was continued at $2,000 per annum.

THE IMMIGRATION LAW
To l>o Enforced by Superintendout Weber.

Contract Labor Importations.
New Youk, May 17..Superintendent

Weber has determined to ascertain
whether it is possible to. enforce at this
port .that portion of tho immigration
laws whiali prohibits the importation of
alien contract labor againstAustrian immigrantsof that kind who, according to
their own statements, hud been brought
here under a contract to work (or two
companies in Chicago.

It is probable that the cases will be
tried in l/'liicnim, wliero_tlio companies
charged with illegal practices are to bo
found. Tho Treasury Department lias
been apprised of tlio faet that sovon
braid workers were brought here from
Bremen under contract to a factory in
Paterson. N. J. Reports haveulso been
sent to the Treasury of the arrival of
iron puddlcrs tinder contract for work
in Louisville, and of glass cutlers and
mirror makers under contract for Philadelphia;and of glove makers for this
State; and of miners for the coke and
coul regions of Pennsylvania.
TflE CHICAGO & ALTOX BOYCOTT
By tho Knfttcrn Railroads.A Cllso Wiero

llamnffo* May lie Paid.
Niiw Yohk, May 17..That tho boycott

of the Eastern railroads against tho Chicago& Alton would prove an ignominiousfailure has long been taken for
granted, but tho Board of Rulings lias
continued to protest that nearly all of
the original sixty companies which
signed tho death warrant against commissionswere maintaining a solid front.
Several of the companies, after issuing
tho order to their trainmen to boycott
the tickets and baggage of Alton
passengers, issued a second order
(juicily annulling tho first, and directingtheir trainmen not to disturb such
people. There is now evidence that
overv one 01 1110 ininK lines, c»*I-pi
possibly the Pennsylvania and New
York Central, is ignoring tlio tikaso of
the Board oi Rulings! In other words,
tlio boycott is a dead failure. Ono instaneeis givon where Louis Seckel and
laughter passed the boycott all right,
but an over conscientious Buffalo man
detained their baggage. As a consequenceMr. Meckel and daughter missed
their steamer for Germanv, and the
West Shore will likely pay ilamages.

ALMOST A WOT.

Negroes Attnrlc u Jail, llut Their rinlm
nro Frustmloil.

Wilmington, N. C., May 17..Several
negroes made threats to attack the jail
last night and release Kit Ituggins, the
driver of an omnibus'which ran over

and killed a little white boy. Yesterday,between 12 and 1 o'clock, the nogroesassembled intending to force in
the jail. Mayor Bickaud ordered the
military alarm to bo sounded from the
fire bells, anil the members of the WilmingtonLight Infantry came rushing to
their armorvand the negroes dispersed.
Twelve or fifteen ef them were arrested
by the police, and by U a. m. everything
was quiet. Every ono carried a pistol.
